To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  I960. 

The  year  has  been  a  particularly  quiet  one  in  our  office  in  the 
sense  that  very  few  things  out  of  the  ordinary  have  occurred,  and  in  the 
sense  that  we  have  not  had  to  undertake  any  large  scale  investigations  on 
any  particular  subject  during  the  year.  You  will  see  from  Mr.  Cromwell’s 
report  that  a  great  deal  of  routine  work  has  as  usual  been  carried  out. 

As  progress  was  made  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Birmingham 
Motorway,  complaints  were  made  to  us,  first  in  the  dry  weather  of  the 
nuisance  caused  by  dust,  and  .lator  in  wet  weather  by  the  nuisance  caused 
by  mud.  Although  neither  complaint  was  strictly  speaking  the  concern  of 
the  Public  Health  Department,  it  served  to  draw  attention  to  the  great 
changes  taking  place  in  the  countryside  consequent  upon  the  increase  in 
traffic  on  the  roads. 

Although  the  contractors  of  the  new  motorway  were  most  co-opera¬ 
tive,  the  provision  of  portable  closets  on  the  main  sites  where  work  took 
place  failed  to  reduce  the  fouling  of  hedges  near  the  roadworks  by  any  marked 
degree. 


A  similar  problem  also  arises  as  a  result  of  increase  in  road  traffic 
on  main  trunk  roads  at  night.  Not  only  lorries,  but  also  private  long  distant 
motorists  frequently  drive  through  part  or  most  of  the  night,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  peak  hours  of  traffic  congestion.  These  drivers  often  stop  in  "lay¬ 
bys”  for  an  hour  or  two,  either  to  sleep,  or  for  a  rest  and  a  meal,  with  the 
result  that  adjacent  hedges  and  ditches  become  foul  or  very  foul.  Temporary 
fruit  stalls  are  often  put  up  near  these  "lay-bys"  for  the  purpose  of  sell¬ 
ing,  soft  fruit  in  season.  The  fly  population  at  these  stalls  has  direct  access 
to  human  excreta  and  to  fruit.  Thus  it  may  be  possible  to  explain  the  occa¬ 
sional  sporadic  case  of  intestinal  infection  that  occurrs  in  all  districts  for 
no  apparent  reason.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Work  on  the  last  of  the  major  water  schemes  for  the  district  progressed 
very  slowly  during  the  year. 

The  construction  of  the  new  motorway  delayed  certain  mainlaying  of  the 
North  Eastern  Scheme  at  Kempsey,  but  the  work  on  the  South  Western  Scheme 
proceeded  unhindered  except  for  the  usual  stoppages  due  to  adverse  weather 
conditions. 

Upon  completion  of  these  schemes  piped  water  supplies  will  be  available 
in  practically  the  whole  of  the  Upton  upon  Severn  Rural  District. 
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SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  district  open 
to  the  public. 

The  water  is  obtained  fron  a  deep  well  on  the  premises  and  is 
treated  by  preliminary  screening,  filtration,  simple  chlorination  and 
aeration  by  means  of  a  " cascade". 

The  turnover  period  is  a  maximum  of  6  hours. 

Daily  tests  are  made  with  a  Lovibond  Comparator  by  the  operator 
for  chlorine  content  and  pH  value.  Two  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
public  analyst  by  the  Authority  for  bacteriological  examination  and  both 
proved  satisfactory.

HOUSING-. 


The  erection  of  32  dwellings  commenced  at  Bannut  Hill,  Kempsey  during 
the  year*  and  are  intended  to  rehouse  families  displaced  by  Slum  Clearance. 

More  dwellings  will  be  required  in  the  Kempsey  area,  and  more  bunga¬ 
lows,  or  the  smaller  type  of  dwelling,  are  needed  at  Powick. 

Despite  frequent  requests  to  the  Housing  Committee,  the  provision  of 
more  "Old  Persons  Dwellings"  in  the  locality  of  Upton  Town  has  not  yet  cane 
to  fruition.  This  delay  has  naturally  seriously  hindered  the  programme  for 
Upton  Town.
